Approaching his eighty-seventh year 
but still vigorous and in excellent 
health, Sir Mackenzie Bowell, K.C.M. 
G., P.C., of Belleville, Ont., at one 
time premier of Canada, reached Ed- 
monton this morning on return from 
the coast. His trip is a purely per- 
Sonal one. At St. Paul he visited his 
daughter and at Vancouver his son. 
later he preceeded north to Prince 
Rupert and the Portland canal. He 
last was in Edmonton three years ago, 
then on a business trip in connection 
with the Imperial Life Assurance Co., 
of which he is president. 

The veteran statesman is hale and 
hearty and still takes the liveliest in- 
terest in public affairs. He was, till 
1906, the leader of the opposition in 
the senate and still participates, in 
the debates with a vigor that would 
do credit to many men half a century 
his junior,

WHITNEY AGAINST 
U.S. TRADE TREATY 


Ontario’s Premier Deprecates Idea 


of Reciprocity Agreement.— Old

London, Sept. 23—Sir James Whit- 
ney, premier of Ontario, interviewed 
by the Standard of Empire, expresses 
the opinion tha Imperial union had 
been sériotisly prejudiced by the con- 
clusion of commercial treatits by 
Canada with foreign. countries; prior 
to the conclusion of the understanding 
with the méther coun ry on trade af- 
fairs. Sir James strongly deprecates 
the idea of a reciprocity arrangement 
between Canada and the United States,

he thinks, fs too anxious to stand alone.

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GETS SIX MONTHS 
FOR STEALING FURS 


Thonues Lawson is Found Guiltty— 
Said That He Had No Intention to 
Sell Furs—OCiaimed That He Was 
Drunk When He Offered ®nem 


His Honor Judge Taylor, in tne 
District Court this morning, sentenced 
Thomas Lawson to six months’ - im- 
prisonment in the Fort on the cnarge 
of having stolen furs, valued at $3,000, 
the property of Hislop & Né&gle, by 
whom they were lost at Athabasca 
Landing in September of last’ yéar. 

Several residents of the Landing 
were called by the Crown and under 
examination by D. H, McKinnon teasti- 
fied that they had seen the furs, pro- 
duced in court, in the possession or 
the prisoner He had stated to them 
that h ehad received the furs in te 
north country in exthange for provi- 
sions. He valued them at §z,1vu, 
but offered them for sale to one of tne 
witnesses, a buyer of furs, for $709. 
The sale, hoWever, was not effected. 

Officers of the R.N.W.M.P. were 
called and stated that in June of tnis 
year, hearing that part of the con- 
signment of furs stolen from Histop e&/ 
Nagle in the previous year were in 
the possession of the prisoner, they 
took him into custody and examinea 
him to discover, if possible, how tne 
furs came into his possession. rri- 
soner stated that he had found them 
wrapped in canvas lying in the brusn 
at a point not far from the Landing. 
He took the police.to the place ana 
showed them the canvas hanging in a 
tree. The police were satistied witn

Buffton, Ind., Sept 22.—Conauétor 
Del Wilson of the southbound ear 
told of a graphic story of the wreck, 
He said: “I was going toward the 
rear of my car to get thé keys from 
my locker with which to unlock a 
switch we were approaching. ‘This 
switch has a dead end, and unless 
it is unlocked we would have run in. 
to the ground. We were then about 
a quarter of a mile from Kingsland. 
Suddenly all the stug in the car began 
to pile up around me, I did not hear 
any crash or any noise. Things just 
seemed to rise up around me am I 
could not do anything to stop them. 
Then I lost consciousness, 1 guess, ror 
the next thing I knew I was in the 
grove near the wreck. I don’t re. 
member hearing any screams or any 
noise, The reason of this, I guess, 1 
was somewhat out of my head. 1 
walked back to the wreck and saw 
Motorman Charles Vandjne on the 
northbound car staggering around 
there and I grabbed him and 
walked down the track with him a 
short distance, Then we went across 
the fleld and I don’t remember any 
thing more, until some one in the 
house took off my hat and collar ana 
coat and put me to bed, That's all 
I know about the wreck.” + r 

Found Relatives’ In Wreck," 

Bluffton, Ind., Sept. 22.—Ro6ss Nel- 
son, a reporter on The Bluffton Ban- 
ner, was sent out to cover the wreck.

They lacked a leader 
and until the relief cars from Fort 
Wayne and Bluffton arrived, © little 
was done to take the dead and injured 
from the wreck. It was a long, hard 
task to recover the bodies. from. the 
debris. The dead and injured were 
laid in rows beside thé track. Farm/ 
ers first brought clothes to cover the 
dead and make bandages for the 
wounded. The bodies» were. horribly | 
mangled. Legs and arms were sever 
ed, heads cut from bodies and strips 
torn from the flesh of victims. The 
physicians had little assistance from 
the towns people and farmers and the 
injured suffered the extremity of their 
hurts. All the time, pending the ar- 
rival of the physicidns! the injured 
writhed and screamed in pain and 
the crowd that had gathered about 
them stood awe stricken and helpless.

Sir,—After reading the report o1 
Alderman Richards’, of Strathcona, 
remarks in last evening's issue of the

Mr, Richards’ remarks are not 
original by any means, They have 
been used so often that they appear to 
me to be no longer ai trutnhtul ex- 
pression of thought, but merely a 
hackneyed abuse. 

I have not been able to attend one 


of the recent boxing matches in
